Venice, March 3. O §. They write from Conftanti- 
nople, that Count Manich having approached Afoph 
with 40,000 Ruffians, and 60,000 Coflacks, the Grand 
Seignior had ordered a powerful Army to be formed 


with all Diligence, to march againft the Ruflians; and 


that Kouli-Kan, the Perfian Generaliffimo,; had alfo 
formed the Siege of an important Place on the Frontiers 
of Armenia; fo that they expected every Moment to 
hear that it would be taken by Storm. The lait Let- 
ters from Conftantinople, by Way of Vienna, fay, the 
Grand Vizier has Vifits from all the foreign Minifters ; 
but that he has put off his publick Eritry till after the 
Feftival of Bairan. 

Vienna, March 3. O. S. The laft Letters from Con- 
ftantinople contradict the Report of the Peace concluded 
between the Turks and Perfians; and only fay, that 
the new Grand Vizier, who is of a pacifick Humour, 
and well beloved by the Populace, leaves no Stone un- 
turned, not only to make Peace with the Perfians, but 
alfoto maintain a good Underitanding with the Chri- 
ftian Powers, We are affured, that a ſolemu Embafly 
is foon to come hither from the Porte. 

Warfaw, March 4. O.8. The lait Letters from C2- 
miniec fay, they have Advice from the Frontiers, thas 
the Porte is difpofed-to take Arms to oblige the Kan of 
the Tartars, to give the Czarina the Satisfaction fhe 
demands, rather than expofe themfelves to the Lofs 
of Afoph by fupporting him. The Marquis de Monti, 
who fet out from Thorn the 23d ult for Collin, arnived 
there the next Day with a numerous Retinue. 

“After various Conjeétures touching the Place to. 
which the Crown Jewels were carried when King Sta- 
niflaus left this City, it appears now, that they have 
been here all the while; for Sicrakowski, the Keeper or 
Matter of the Jewel Office, who is lately arrived fram 
Koningsberg, declared to the King a tcw Days ago, 
that the faid Jewels were depofited in the Convent of - 
the Miffionaries of St. Croix, and that nobody knew 
any Thing of the Secret but one of the Lay Brothers ; 
upon which his Majetty fent feveral of the Senators and 
Minifters of State to the faid Convent, along with Siera- 
kowski, to receive them, who accordingly returned 
with the Cheit in which they were depofited to the Pa- 
lace, where it was opened in their Preferice, and all 
the Crown jewels being therein found, according to an 
Inventary which had been taken of them, the faid Cheft 
was fealed up, and delivered to the Great Treafurer, 
who isto have the Charge of it till it is carritd to Cra- 
cow, where it is to be depofited, as ufual, in the Royal 


Treafury.
